Kane is notified that if he wants his daughter back he had better deliver up his son to be 
tried for the death of Joel Slocum. Bob goes to Kane’s ranch hoping to persuade Lane to 
surrender, for his sister’s sake. He is made prisoner and Lane left to guard him. Kane and his 
cowboys go to the homesteaders ranch to rescue Mary. 

Bob overcomes Lane and takes him to the Slocum house. Lane is accidentally shot by 
his father. Before dying he confesses the killing of Joel. 

The lovers are united and peace comes to Ambush Valley.

Story: 

Pete Dawson, a young adventurer, leads a group of his friends and neighbors westward 
from a dust-ravished, sterile Missouri community to settle Rock Creek, a frontier town in the 
Oregon territory. He has been induced to make this move by Joe Walker, his uncle, who ran 
afoul of the law some twenty years ago, but is presumably regenerated by now. 

Joe Walker in reality is the same scalawag he was twenty years before; he has a contract 
from the government to build a road through the Oregon Territory, and, in partnership with 
Nick Barter, another crook, is exploiting the settlers and forcing them to work on the road 
gang for little or no pay. His purpose in luring Pete and his friends westward is simply to ob- 
tain more labor for the road. As Pete and the group he heads approach Rock Creek, Joe 
Walker has his henchmen, disguised as Indians, hold up the wagon train, stampede the stock 
and burn the supply wagon. Thus the group finally reaches Rock Creek destitute and dependent 
upon Walker’s rather dubious largesse in distributing jobs on his road gang. 

The immigrants are profoundly grateful to Walker at first for supposedly helping them out 
of their predicament, but it soon becomes apparent that Walker’s foremen and overlords are a 
gang of cutthroats. When government funds come through, supposedly to pay the road gang 
its weekly wages, Walker has his henchmen hold up the gold coach, and forces his laborers to 
accept script instead of bona fide money. This script is redeemable at one-fourth its face value. 

Pete scents foul play, so when the next week’s payroll shipment comes through he holds 
up the coach himself before Walker’s henchmen have a chance to, and sends the money in to 
town to the sheriff, so that the workers will be paid off in honest money. 

Week after week this procedure continues, with Pete “robbing” the coach before Walker’s 
henchmen have a chance to. Naturally, Walker is irate, and he posts a huge reward for the daring 
bandit whom he calls “Тһе Apache Кіа.” Meanwhile, Pete has had an opportunity to place the 
true facts before the United States Road Commissioner, who helps him depose the Walker- 
Barter regime. The road is completed, and the immigrants settle down to enjoy the fruits of their 
labor. Pete marries Barbara Taylor, beautiful daughter of one of the immigrants.

Story: 

Lon Walker is an outlaw with a price on his head, but the manager of the Black Hills Division 
of Wells Fargo is sure Lon is the only man tough enough to stop the holdups that are ruining the 
express company’s business. Against the protests of the local U.S. Marshal, Harvey Dorman, and 
local banker, Phelps, the Wells Fargo manager, Harper, offers Lon the job. Under pressure from 
Harvey, Dorman sourly agrees to give Lon thirty days immunity from arrest to complete the job. 

Lon refuses the job at first, but when he and comedy-character Deputy Sheriff Deadeye 
learn that Gale Southern, a pretty girl from the Midwest who has just arrived in the district, has 
been orphaned by a particularly brutal holdup of the Wells Fargo stagecoach, Lon agrees to take 
on the job. He accepts the challenge of a local gun-fighter, Vic Fowler, to get him if he goes on 
with the job. He shoots another gun-fighter, Bart Cassidy, who baits him into a saloon brawl, and 
is acquitted on a self-defense plea. 

Through Gale Southern, who has secured a job in the bank after her father’s death, Lon 
finds that someone using the name ‘ Namrod” has been making large deposits in the bank. The 
dates on which the deposits have been made, and the amounts, correspond to the dates and amounts 
of recent robberies of the Wells Fargo stages. Inquiries around the town about the identity of the 
man who calls himself ‘‘Namrod” worry local gun-fighters Lon suspects belong to the holdup gang, 
but bring no results. Even when he comes across a clue to the probable identity of the head of the 
gang, by discovering that the name “Namrod” is Dorman spelled backwards, he still has no actual 
proof that U.S. Marshal Dorman is on the receiving end of these robberies. 

With Harper, Lon rigs a set-up to trap Dorman. A gold bar is hollowed out and an identification 
tag concealed in it. Deadeye is deployed to let the gang know, in an evening of feigned drunkenness, 
that a gold shipment is due to go out. Lon drives the coach, puts on a good act before he lets the 
gang get away with the gold, then leads the Sheriff and a posse to the hunting-lodge where Dorman 
and Phelps go to divide the swag. Lon leads the fight to take the lodge by storm, captures Dorman 
and Phelps by dropping into the room via the chimney, and makes it possible for the Sheriff and his 
men to take the rest of the gang. The gold bar with the tag in it proves Phelps and Dorman guilty, 
and Lon, his job done, rides away.

Story: 

Jim Steele, Tex Wyatt and Panhandle Perkins, The Texas Rangers, are on the trail of Jack 
Varno and his gang of cattle rustlers who have adopted the insignia of a devil’s head which has 
соте to be known as “The Brand of the Devil.” Varno and his men have not only participated 
in robberies, but often have killed their victims. The Rangers track the rustlers to the Gold Ace 
Saloon, owned by Jack Varno. Panhandle, posing as Fancy Brand McGee, sells branding irons 
which he claims cannot be changed. Panhandle endeavors to gain the confidence of Varno and 
his men. Duke Cutter, one of the rustlers, steals a valuable horse from Molly Dawson; later he 
appears at the saloon and offers the stolen horse for sale to Varno. Molly follows Duke, demands 
the return of the horse, but Duke denies any knowledge of the theft. A fight follows and during 
the rucus, Tex and Jim manage to spirit Molly from the saloon. On the ride away, Molly informs 
the Rangers that she has lost many head of cattle and suspects Varno and his gang. Varno learns 
that Molly is the niece of the former owner of the Bar M. Ranch who was robbed and killed by 
the Varno gang. It dawns on Varno that Tex and Jim are Rangers and he also believes that Molly 
is aiding the arm of the law. 

Wilburn, Molly’s foreman, is a Varno henchman. Wilburn masquerades in Molly’s clothing 
and joins the men who are stealing cattle from Jeff Palin, a nearby rancher. Jeff, recognizing 
Molly’s clothes, accuses her of being implicated in the rustling. Molly is taken to jail and placed 
in a cell. Jim and Tex chase the rustlers, capture Wilburn still wearing the girl’s dress establishing 
Molly’s innocence and releasing Molly from the cell, substituting Wilburn. Varno, realizing Molly’s 
testimony against him would bring conviction and not knowing that Wilburn has been captured, 
shoots through the cell window, killing Wilburn. Molly having been released earlier, is safe. Varno, 
now certain that the law’s ring is getting smaller around him, plans to cross the border with the 
large herd he has rustled. This time Varno is convinced that Panhandle also is a Ranger. Varno 
tricks Panhandle into a meeting at an isolated cabin but not before Panhandle has departed the in- 
formation to Jim and Tex who are captured but manage to escape. Molly rides for the sheriff and 
his posse arrives at the scene of the moving of the herd just as Tex and Jim have started a stampede 
to break up the activities of the heavies. Varno rushes to the saloon with Gripper; takes a large 
sum of money from his safe; connects explosives to the safe so that whoever opens it will be killed 
by the explosion. Tex and Jim follow and in the fight which ensues Varno accidentally hits the 
safe door and he and Gripper become victims of the explosion and Duke is captured.

Story:

His purpose is to cause so much internal unrest in Colorado that the state 
will become a fertile field for anti-Union propaganda. 

Lt. Burke uncovers proof of his brother’s treachery and Lylah is convinced of her fiance’s 
unworthiness. Etta Mae is injured in one of the uprisings, and Lylah is determined that Mason 
shall be brought to justice. 

Lylah sets a trap for him while Lt. Burke and his aides close in on Mason and his henchmen. 
Mason eludes the trap, however, and escapes, taking Lylah with him. Lt. Burke pursues and 
rescues Lylah, but is shot with a poisoned arrow by one of Mason’s Indian henchmen. Mason 
still bears a spark of love for his brother and nurses him back to health; escaping afterward and 
heading south to Mexico. 

Lt. Burke, bound by duty to his country, pursues Mason and overtakes him in the desert. 
Mason, who knows that his return will mean court-martial and the death sentence, persuades 
Burke to allow him to “escape” — and have him shot in flight.

Story: 

Johnny Dawson, the “Cyclone Kid,” is a professional “gun-for-hire” man who has operated 
throughout the west and is now in the employ of Big Jim Johnson, unscrupulous cattle baron who 
objects to ranchers homesteading government land which he has heretofore considered his own 
domain. When Johnny’s younger brother, Bill Dawson, appears in town unexpectedly, the former’s 
activities are considerably curtailed. Johnny does not want Bill to know that ће is a gun-man. Не 
put Bill through medical school with the proceeds from his gun, expecting him to remain in the east 
and set up practice. When Bill learns that Johnny is associated with Johnson and his gang, he repudi- 
ates him. Sullivan, a rancher, is killed in cold blood by Johnson’s henchmen and Bill openly goes 
over to the side of the ranchers. It is obvious to Bill that Johnson has “bought” all the so-called 
law enforcement agencies, and the trial of Sullivan’s murderer is a travesty on justice. When it is 
clear that Dr. Dawson is out to make real trouble for the Johnson clique, Johnson orders Johnny to 
run him out of town. In a scene between Johnny and his brother, young Dr. Dawson eloquently 
dissuades him from continuing as Johnson’s gun man. If it were a mere range war, Dr. Dawson con- 
tends, the ranchers might shoot each other up all they liked, but the Johnson gang is stooping to such 
practices as poisoning wells, so that innocent children are made desperately Ш. Johnny agrees to 
abandon Johnson’s cause and go over to the side of the homesteaders. 

In a pitched battle between the two factions, Mary, beautiful daughter of Judge Phillips, one of 
Johnson’s “bought” officials, is dangerously wounded. The Judge has been wanting to break away 
from Johnson, but has been unable to do so. Now, with his daughter near death, he resolves to pro- 
duce evidence which will incriminate Johnson, even though ће will incriminate himself .at. the same 
time. 

Johnny has all the ranchers sign a petition asking that the region be placed under martial law. 
With Judge Phillips, he sets out for the state capitol to place all the evidence before the governor. 

The Johnson gang, knowing that Judge Phillips will “squeal,” murders Phillips and sends a telegram 

to the state capitol, asking officials to apprehend Johnny when he arrives, and charging him with the 
Judge’s murder. For a while, things look dark for Johnny, especially when Johnson incites the towns- 
people to lynch him; but in the nick of time, evidence is presented that the telegram was sent to Fargo 
before Judge Phillips was murdered, so that Johnny is vindicated and Johnson exposed and brought 
to justice. Johnny is appointed Sheriff.

Story:

Largo, the ring-leader, knowing that he is 
safe, makes no attempt to shoot Bob; but his treacherous lieutenant, Hawk, tries to kill the young 
ranger. Bob is saved by the sudden appearance of Tim Martin, brother of his fiancee, Sue Martin. 

To show his gratitude, Bob pushes through the application which Tim had made previously to 
join the rangers. Bob rides out to give Tim the news, and the young fellow hesitates. He is disturbed 
because he has recently joined Largo’s ring to raise enough money to pay off the mortgage which 
banker Hatfield holds on the Martin ranch.

On Tim’s very first night in the ranks, he is sent out to patrol the border to prevent Largo from 
further smuggling arms and ammunition into Mexico. Hawk tricks Tim into leaving his post; and al- 
though Bob and his friends capture the ammunition wagon as Hawk tries to run it through, Tim is 
jailed by Ranger Captain Banning. 

Banker Hatfield, who, as Bob has long suspected, is the real boss of the smugglers decides to 
kill Tim in order to gain possession of the Martin ranch, which he wishes to use as a base. Shortly, 
after Bob has visited Tim in the county jail, Sheriff Warde, at Hatfield’s orders, shoots Tim in the 
back, claiming that the boy tried to escape. Also at Hatfield’s orders, Warde accuses Crandall of hav- 
ing encouraged Tim to make the unfortunate attempt. Ranger Captain Banning does not believe this 
story, but pretends to. Secretly, he asks Bob to allow himself to be cashiered out of the rangers, then 
to join Largo’s gang and find out who the real boss of the outfit is. Bob agrees. After being ‘discharg- 
ed,” he convinces Largo that he has really become an enemy of his former buddies. To test him, Largo 
orders Bob to go with Hawk and steal the ammunition wagon which Bob had seized before. As soon 
as the theft is accomplished, the treacherous Hawk knocks Bob out and leaves him where the rangers 
soon find him. Banning has to pretend to arrest Bob, but arranges for his immediate ‘escape.’ Back at 
Largo’s headquarters, Bob accidentally discovers that his fiancee, Sue Martin, is being held prisoner be- 
cause she has learned too much about the gang’s operations. Bob releases her and sends her to tell 
Banning that Largo will run the ammunition wagon across the border that night. The Rangers arrive in 
time to capture all the renegades except Largo and Hawk, who escape with the ammunition wagon. 
Sheriff Warde is mortally wounded and confesses to Bob that he killed Tim at Hatfield’s orders. Bob 
goes to the bank to apprehend Hatfield, and sees Largo shoot Hatfield and Hawk and make off in the 
wagon with all the gold from the bank vaults. Bob gives chase, but Largo is killed when the dynamite 


in the wagon is accidentally exploded. The gang wiped out, Bob rejoins the rangers and resumes his 
romance with Sue.

Roy, Smiley, Gabby and the Sons of the Pioneers have arranged a typical “western” welcome 
for Colonel Popen and his pretty daughter, Mary Lou, but Barrabee sends Roy a telegram warning 
him that Popen hates and fears anything smacking of the “wild west” — Indians, cowboys ог 
coyotes. Ross Lambert and his henchman, Cully Bronson, gain possession of this telegram by under- 
handed means, and set out upon a determined campaign to make Cherokee City appear lawless and 
wild, so that Popen will refuse to bring his steamboats up the river. 

Hold-ups, murder and arson all are staged elaborately by the Lambert gang. When Lambert 
learns that Roy is making a big impression on Mary Lou and she may use her influence to persuade 
her father to relent in spite of the western “indignities” he has suffered, Lambert orders his hench- 
men to set fire to the Popen river boat.

One morning his scouts bring the news that the dictator 
is coming with an army of 5,000. 

At Gonzales, Anne Dickinson is frantic at her husband’s long absence. Taking her baby, she slips 
through the Mexican lines and joins Dickinson in the beleaguered fort. There are but 183 settlers in the 
Alamo as the Mexicans storm the walls day after day. The grim defenders send every assault back in 
defeat. At dawn, March 6, 1836, Santa Anna determines to win at all costs. When the settler’s ammuni- 
tion is gone, the Mexican soldiers swarm over the walls and open the gates. Dickinson kisses Anne and 
the baby a last goodbye as he falls. Travis is killed, as are James Bowie and Davy Crockett, the famous 
frontiersman. 

Santa Anna rides into the bloody scene. Anne and her baby are the sole survivors of the battle. 
She is given a horse and sent back north to warn Sam Houston. Anne reaches Houston, but bids him 


instead to avenge the murder of her husband and the brave men who died with him......and to

Story: 

Young Bob has been brought up by Jim Hackett, a hard, shrewd killer who has spent most of 
his fifty-odd years riding with a wild bunch of outlaws and thugs. Believing himself Jim’s son, Bob 
has followed in Jim’s lawless footsteps, until one night Jim is shot during a Red Bluff bank robbery 
and before he dies, reveals to Bob that Bob is actually the son of Robert Conroy, famous peace 
officer of Santa Fe, who was killed on duty (supposedly by a man named Jackson, though this was 
never proven) when Bob was a baby. After Jim dies, Bob and his pal, Buckshot, ride to Santa Fe, 
still carrying the $22,000 loot from the bank robbery. 

Outside the town they have a run-in with Henry Jackson’s gang which is stampeding the herd 
of Ruth Gordon because she refused to sell to Jackson at his unfair prices. Bob and Buckshot rescue 
Ruth and her kid sister, Winky, from the heavies. Bob finds that Jackson and his gang control Santa 
Fe. Mayor Ward tells him that no marshal who opposes Jackson lives long. When Bob sees his own 
father’s name engraved on the back of the marshal’s badge, he grimly accepts the office. 

Bob browbeats Jackson into giving Ruth a fair price on her cattle, and Jackson becomes Bob’s 
open enemy. There is another gunfight between Bob and the gang, and when Bob shoots his way out 
of it, and later frames Jackson on evidence of cattle-rustling, Jackson hires Steve, an outside killer, to 
take care of Bob. It happens that Steve was one of Bob’s bunch when they robbed the bank at Red 
Bluff and now, finding Bob again, Steve demands his share of the loot. Bob tells him that the money 
is going to be returned to the bank. They shoot it out, and Steve is killed. Through his bank, Jackson 
gets a reward circular picturing Bob as one of the Red Bluff bank robbers. Jackson uses a trick to get 
Bob and Buckshot out of town over night, and while they are gone he searches their living quarters 
and finds the $22,000, which he takes. When Bob returns to town, he learns about this from Winky, 
and that night he and Buckshot go to Jackson’s office and crack the safe to get the money back. 
Jackson and his gang surprise them and cover them with guns. Jackson hints that he killed Bob’s 
father, and he’s now ready to kill Bob, too. Infuriated at this confession of guilt, Bob leaps at Jackson. 
In the gunplay which follows, Jackson is killed and Bob is wounded. The money is recovered, and 
Bob tells Buckshot to take it to the Mayor. Jackson’s gang is broken, and Bob is sent to Red Bluff to 


answer for his part in the robbery, but his good record in Santa Fe and his new, peaceful role will un- 
doubtedly lighten the debt he must pay for past lawlessness.

Story: 

The Three Mesquiteers accidentally walk into a munitions plot. Stony rescues Ann Cameron 
from a runaway horse only to learn that the runaway was a “plant” to lure Hartman, a munitions 
agent, into the hands of Paige, her confederate, who, with her, is attempting to bring about the 
arrest of the munitions ring. 

Judge Hastings is head of the ring; his game is to ship ‘““Monium” to the foreign powers in 
violation of the Neutrality Act. “Monium” is a little-known chemical, found only on the desert, 
and invaluable in manufacturing new types of explosives.

Paige dies of his wounds, with his last words telling Stony and Ann that the “Monium” plant 
is run disguised as a salt plant, its location, etc. He also says that Hartman was on his way there to 
supervise the current shipment of ‘“‘Monium” across the border. Inasmuch as Gordon, head man at 
the plant, does not know Hartman, Stony undertakes to impersonate him and thus glean informa- 
tion which may convict the criminals. In order to circumvent the murder rap, Stony disguises 
himself as an old-timer, and goes to authorities, claiming that he shot Stony dead and is entitled to 
the $3,000 reward out on his head. 

Stony successfully gains entrance to the “Monium” plant and passes himself as the dead 
Hartman — but unfortunately, Judge Hastings appears on the scene and identifies him. He is bound, 
gagged, and driven off to a lonely spot to be killed, but the other two Mesquiteers ride to the rescue, 
and make their escape in a burning wagon train. 

Hastings’ men are pursuing them, and they reach a point where they can go no further, and 
have to resort to a pitched battle. It looks like a losing battle for the Three Mesquiteers, who are 
outnumbered and low on ammunition. They defend themselves valiantly, but Hastings’ gang have 
the upper hand. The wagons catch fire, and a wall of flame is soon between the two parties. 

Hastings’ men are about to encircle the Mesquiteers, when Ann arrives with the Government 


Cavalry, who soon take the villains into custody. The Three Mesquiteers are cited for signal 
bravery.

Story:

To gain funds, he arbitrarily sets a 
tax on all wagon trains using the Santa Fe trail, and orders Captain Colt and his Sergeant, Gabby 
Whittaker, to enforce this ruling. 

Captain Colt knows that if he refuses, he will be relieved of his command and will then be in 
no position to combat LaRue’s outrageous plans, so he plays along with the General. 

Among the first of the wagon trains to be taxed is that of Jare Tabor. When Jane and her 
old-time scout, Hank Purdy, refuse to pay the tax, Colt places her under arrest and brings her before 
LaRue. The General comes under the spell of Jane’s beauty, and she succeeds in persuading him to 
allow her the monopoly of the Santa Fe freight lines, with the use of the Texas Rangers to back up 
this ownership by force. Secretly, Jane is bent upon deposing LaRue, who had framed the death of 
her father. Captain Colt misunderstands her motives, while Jane is equally contemptuous of his 
being a tool of LaRue’s. 

When the news is spread that Jane Tabor’s wagon trains are to have a monopoly on the Santa 
Fe business, the other wagon train owners revolt. Backed by Captain Colt and Hank Purdy, who 
has deserted Jane because of her apparent bargain with LaRue, they use force to get their trains 
through. Purdy is wounded and Jane comes to his aid. Gabby in turn reveals that her bargain with 
LaRue was merely for the purpose of gaining evidence of his treason. Thus the misunderstandings 


between Colt and Jane are patched up and they work together until LaRue’s treachery is exposed and 
he is brought to justice.

Story: 

David Webster, a young postal inspector, is nding as shotgun guard on a stage which is attacked 
by two bandits. Sunset Carson, Dave’s friend, hiding inside the stage, picks off the bandits when they 
close in. Sunset, too, is a postal inspector (incognito) assigned to help Dave stop the robberies in the 
Red River District. Thinking that there will be no further danger on the run, Dave goes on alone in the 
stage, but he is waylaid by Lon Ballard and Hackett. They rob him, kill him and push the stage with 
the body in it over a cliff into a pond known as the “graveyard.” Sunset, traveling back into town, 
spots a mysterious “тап” and pulls him from his horse by coiling a whip around him. Much to Sunset’s 
surprise, his captive turns out to be a girl, Julia Bishop, who pretends to be unconscious and then escapes 
when Sunset’s back is turned. Later, he finds her in town working as a clerk in the Wells Fargo express 
office. They recognize each other but give no indication of it. Pop Underwood, saddle maker and 
veteran postal inspector, is in town to help Sunset. Pop tangles with Hackett almost immediately when 
the latter tries to take one of his handmade leather belts without paying for it. Sunset steps in and flat- 
tens Hackett. That night Sunset hears someone in his room and on investigation, finds Julia and Dave’s 
father, Mr. Webster, there. Webster slugs Sunset and they flee. The next day Pop and Sunset see Julia 
and Webster near the “graveyard” where they apparently have recovered Dave’s hat. Pop becomes suspi- 
cious of Webster. Lon Ballard takes a package to the Wells Fargo office to be mailed. The agent, Frank 
Stevens, when he thinks Julia isn’t watching, hides it. Julia sneaks a look at it, finds it contains stacks of 
money and jots down some of the serial numbers. When she goes to her room that night, Stevens throws 
a knife at her but misses. Pop and Sunset save her from further attack. Stevens, meanwhile, pretends 
that someone has attacked him. Only Pop and Sunset know the truth, and they let Julia believe Steven’s 
story. After Stevens retires, Sunset explains that he and Pop are postal inspectors. They are surprised to 
learn that she is a Pinkerton operative and that Mr. Webster is a former operative who was appealed to 
for help on this case. In the office the next day Julia unthinkingly tells Stevens about Pop and Sunset. 
He goes into action and orders Lon and Hackett to kidnap Pop. He says he will get Sunset and Julia, im- 
plying that these three are going to be pushed off the cliff into the “graveyard.” Stevens then goes back 
into town and organizes a posse to catch Lon and Hackett, whom he accuses of being the robbers and 
murderers. While this is going on, Sunset and Mr. Webster are preparing to drain the “graveyard” by 
dynamiting the retaining walls. Julia comes out to see Sunset, at the request of Stevens, to ask him to 
meet Pop at Ballard’s ranch. Sunset senses a plot and realizes that Pop must be in danger. The dynamit- 
ing is finished and the wrecked frames of many stagecoaches are revealed in the drained dam. 

Sunset approaches the Ballard ranch cautiously and frees Pop. Stevens arrives with his posse and a 


shooting match breaks out. Stevens kills Lon and is about to kill Ballard, but Sunset shoots Stevens. As 
he falls to the ground he admits that his game didn’t work.

Story:

Encouraged by pretty Peggy Taylor, who 
works in the oil company office, and believing in his father’s honesty, as do the people who in- 
vested in the well, Ned begins the drilling operations his father talked about but never started. 
He wants to fight Rex when Rex tactfully tries to warn him that there is no oil on the land but 
Rex brushes him off and he and his deputy, Slim Pickens, continue to search for the missing 
money and the gang behind the hold-up. 

Ned’s discovery that there actually is oil on the land, brings things to a head. Case Lock- 
wood, who was Barlow’s secret partner in the swindle, tries to grab the land and in the fracas that 
follows, Ned learns the truth about his father. Не joins Rex та showdown fight in which both 
Lockwood and Link Howard, the gang's chief, are killed. Afterward, Rex persuades Ned to keep 
the secret of his father’s guilt and, in the interest of the investors, to carry on with the drilling. 
The Barlow oil is the first to be discovered in that part of Oklahoma. The prestige will help 
Oklahoma to become a state and pave the way for a multi-million-dollar business. Ned dedicates 
himself to the future, as Rex depicts it, he marries Peggy, and Rex, giving them his blessing, moves 
on to another law-enforcement job.

Story:

After the first day’s spraying, the DDT is blamed by furious farmers for the 
many animals found poisoned. Gene, however, suspects a strange plane heard flying during the 
night. 

Gene’s pal, Joe Lucas, becomes friendly with Wright after a quarrel with the cowboy and is 
suspected of flying the phantom plane to discredit Autry’s spraying program. When Joe discovers 
the “phantom” plane hidden at the Mitchell Mill, Wright shoots him. Autry finds a gun which ће 
believes is the same weapon used by Wright on both Carter and Joe and he heads for a mountain 
cabin to meet Wright. In the cabin, Mitchell waits to kill Autry. With Wright also in the plane, Joe 
flies to find Gene to warn him of the trap and deliberately crashes into the cabin when Autry fails 
to heed the warning. Joe, Wright and Mitchell are killed in the explosion.

Story: 

Vance Corbin, young Confederate soldier released from a northern prison at the close of the 
Civil War, returns to Texas. He joins forces with Gabby Hornaday who, as the “Night Rider,” is 
organizing the citizens to protest against mistreatment by northern post-war politicians and carpet- 
baggers. 

Particularly unscrupulous among the latter are Ballard, the adjutant of the county, and his 
henchman, Cravens. It is to Ballard’s advantage to keep the Texans from swearing the Oath of 
Amnesty, which, in return for their allegiance to the Constitution of the United States, will give 
them the right to govern themselves. As long as Texas remains under martial law, Ballard can exer- 
cise a form of dictatorship. 

Vance is joined in his fight for freedom by Jeanie, Gabby’s niece, and Sam and Belle Starr. 
They are aware of Ballard’s double-dealing but are unable to cope with the power he has over his 
people. Vance succeeds in getting the citizens to swear the Oath of Amnesty, and they are accord- 
ingly given the right to elect their own law-makers. Vance is made Sheriff. His tenure is short-lived, 
however. Ballard makes an issue of the mysterious killing of a Colonel Davis to have the election 
revoked and martial law re-established on the pretext of mob violence. Davis actually was slain by 
Stacy, Ballard’s secretary, who caught him discovering evidence of Ballard’s crookedness. 

Vance and Gabby are imprisoned and, over the angry protest of the citizens, sentenced to 
death for treason. Belle and Sam Starr effect Vance’s rescue via a secret tunnel into the cell, but 
Gabby is re-captured. 

Ballard, fearing a general uprising of the citizens because of his determination to hang Gabby, 
summons a special troupe of militia from the Governor. Vance knows that if the citizens try to 
set Gabby free, they will be slaughtered. He has reason to suspect that Ballard’s gang had something 
to do with the death of Davis. Stacy, a coward, is shot by Ballard to silence him, and is left for 
dead. Vance finds him and wrings from him a confession of the killing of Davis, together with com- 
plete evidence incriminating Ballard. Vance, Sam and Belle risk their lives to reach the Governor, 
expose Ballard, who is killed by the dying Stacy, and save Gabby’s life.

Story: 

Roy Rogers, while still a schoolboy, is exposed to the tyrannies of Ed Tasker and his gang. 
The outlaws have seized control of the water supply of Sundown, a cattle town in Death Valley, by 
cheating Roy’s father. When Rogers, Sr. protests, the outlaw shoots him down in cold blood and 
kidnaps Roy’s younger brother, Tim, witness to the shooting. 

As the years go by, Tasker runs things his own way, charging the cattlemen in Death Valley 
exhorbitant rates for their water and forcing them to pay for “protection” against raids on their 
herds. Among his victims is Meredith, grandfather of a young girl named Ann, who was Roy’s 
childhood sweetheart. 

Roy returns to Death Valley under the name “Коу Reynolds,” thirsting for revenge. Не pur- 
chases his father’s old spread, the Circle-R Ranch. Ann, not recognizing him, treats him with con- 
tempt because of his outward attitude of indifference and cowardice in the face of Tasker’s 
depredations. Roy’s cowhands feel the same way. At last, when they threaten to walk out, Roy’s 
hand is forced. He confides his true identity and organizes a secret organization, “The Riders,” to 
war on Tasker. 

Ed Tasker’s chief henchman is a fearless young man named Jerry, who is really Tim Rogers. 
Tasker has brought him up in a criminal atmosphere, and the boy knows no other life. In one gun 
skirmish, Roy and Jerry are brought face to face. Although he does not know that Jerry is his 
brother, Roy is restrained from shooting him by some mysterious force which he cannot under- 
stand. 

Tasker and his men plot to dynamite a dam which provides the only source of water exclusive 
of that controlled by Tasker. Roy overhears their plans and evolves his own counterplot. The two 
forces meet in a terrific gun battle. 

Roy gains the upper hand and covers Tasker and Jerry. Tasker, using Jerry as a shield, dis- 
closes to Roy that Jerry is his brother, and dares him to shoot. Jerry breaks away and turns on the 
man who had kidnapped him and raised him a criminal. Their guns go off simultaneously. Tasker 


dies immediately and Jerry is mortally wounded. Before he dies, Jerry has a touching reconciliation 
with his long-lost brother.

Story: 

U.S. Deputy Marshal Allan “Rocky” Lane is on the trail of three desperate outlaws, the 
Cherokee Kid, Tulsa Tom and Buck Madsen. When one of the marshals riding with Rocky is am- 
bushed and mercilessly riddled with bullets, Rocky gives chase. The outlaws elude him, but an 
aching tooth forces Cherokee to ride into the town of Bitter Springs where Nugget Clark, barber- 
dentist and rather useless Marshal, gives him gas before pulling the tooth. Rocky rides into town, 
surprising Tulsa and Buck who escape after a gun battle in the street. Cherokee, still groggy from 
gas, is locked up in the local jail. 

The excitement caused by the gun battle brings out the long-standing hostility between in- 
fluential townsman William Oakes and Sam Webb, a reformed bandit now earning his living as a 
farmer. Sam knows that the respected Oakes is secretly directing the activities of the outlaws and 
at the risk of breaking his parole by buckling on a gun, he goes to Oake’s office and threatens to 
expose him unless he gets the outlaws out of town and abandon his plans for future robberies. 

Oakes retaliates by reminding Sam that Sam’s brother, Jimmy, was involved in a bank holdup 
the gang staged before Sam reformed. This stops Sam, but when Oakes arranges Cherokee’s escape 
from jail in a way that makes Sam look responsible, he goes to Rocky and offers to give him in- 
formation. Cherokee overhears the conversation and takes a shot at Sam, stopping further revela- 
tions for the moment and giving him a chance to get out of town. Johnny and his sister, Elizabeth, 
are inclined to believe Oakes’ accusations that Rocky shot Sam, but Rocky has reason by this time 
to suspect Oakes and follows him out of town when he rides out to contact the outlaws at their 
hideout in an old mine. 

Expecting Rocky to follow him, Oakes has arranged for one of the gang to trail Rocky and 
pick him off before he can reach the hideout. Nugget sees Rocky being trailed, knows he is riding 
into a trap and follows. He helps Rocky win the gun battle against the outlaws at the mine where 
Cherokee and the others are killed. Oakes, however, gets away, rides back into town and tries to 
strangle Sam. Rocky and Nugget, racing back, catch Oakes in the act. Young Johnny is witness to 
it and to the knockout blow Rocky uses to save Sam’s life. He apologizes to Rocky, Elizabeth 
thanks him and with Oakes safely jailed and the rest of the gang wiped out, Rocky rides off to his 
next assignment.

Story:

Sloan, who runs the Casino for 
Kansas, reports that the banker-mayor, Harrison, who owns the property, has refused to renew 
the lease because the ranchers have complained of being swindled with the crooked faro wheel. 
Kansas plans to dispose of Harrison, appoint his own sheriff, and take over the town. 

Carrying out this plot, Sloane picks a fight with Harrison in his office, but Billy bursts in 
just in time to prevent the murder of the banker-mayor. Billy gives Sloane a beating. Harrison 
gratefully offers the Sheriff's job to Billy. 

Billy and his two pals go to the Casino as Sloane’s gang are forcing the election of one of 
their number as sheriff. Billy shows his official appointment as sheriff by the mayor. A fight 
starts, and the three cronies give a beating to Sloane, the faro dealer and the would-be sheriff. 

Later, Billy is lured to the outlaw’s hideout by Jane, where he is made prisoner. Kansas, 
his double, takes his sheriff’s badge and goes to town with his men to take over. Mayor Harrison 
and the ranchers are dumbfounded at seeing the man they think is their new sheriff now in 
cahoots with the outlaws. 

But Billy gets free with the help of Jeff and Fuzzy. He meets Kansas alone, for he is now 
convinced that his double is his twin brother whom he has not seen since they were kids. As 
Billy fights with the outlaw to overpower him, Jeff breaks in and kills Kansas. The outlaw admits 


before he dies that he is Billy’s brother. A grateful mayor and the ranchers send the three pals on 
their way.

He gives the paper to a henchman and tells him 
Jackson will turn over the cattle on receipt of the note, also ordering him to kill Roy, who is be- 
coming suspicious. Roy escapes the trap and kills the outlaw. Examining the body, he finds the 
paper Jackson had handed Sheldon.

Cal Kramer, drunk and disagreeable, constantly interrupts and jeers at the two comedians, Nip 
and Tuck, and starts an argument which results in a free-for-all fight. The sheriff arrives and 
orders the show to get out of town. 

Riding ahead of his show the next morning, Jack finds Ann Hall waiting at a flag station 
for a wagon to take her to La Hunta, on the border, where she has been hired by mail to teach 
school. After a short conversation Jack rejoins his show and informs his pal, Barney, they will 
play next in La Hunta. Cal Kramer, still drunk, meets Ann and tells her he has been sent to 
escort her. She enters the buckboard. Kramer’s crazy actions frightens the horses, which run 
away but are stopped by Jack, who saves the girl. Leaving Kramer in a ditch, Jack drives Ann to 
La Hunta where he delivers her to Dan Corey, owner of the town’s biggest saloon, whose 
advertisement she answered. 

Skinny, a small boy who takes contracts for washing and curry-combing horses, enters a 
saloon and tries to collect money due him from Biff Jones. The latter is Corey’s chief henchman 
and a tough proposition. Jones maltreats the lad. Jack interferes, thrashes him soundly; and not 
only compels him to pay Skinny, but sees that several other men in the place who owe the boy 
money make good their debts. Ann and Jack have fallen in love at first sight, and he resolves to 
look out for her. Returning to Barney, he tells him that at last he has struck the trail he has been 
hunting for. Jack is using the medicine show as a cover for his operations in tracing a man who, 
two years before, lured his sister across the border under pretense of placing her in a school 
teacher’s job, but forced her to become an inmate of a shady dance hall in Mexico; with the result 
that the girl committed suicide. 

Jack is confident that Dan Corey is the villain on whom he is seeking vengeance. He follows 
and watches Corey with the persistance of a human bloodhound, and finally secures proof that he 
is the guilty person. Through a series of startling events, hard-fighting and many hair-breadth 
escapes, Jack presses steadily on to his objective, the punishment of Corey. The latter, cornered 
and desperate, finally kills himself to evade being turned over to the law. Ann, rescued from the 
horrible fate designed for her, becomes the happy wife of her savior.

In the opening scene, Milt Haldain, a middle-aged man, and his friend, Bald Eagle, a Navajo 
Indian, are driving along in an old Ford truck heavily laden with stuffed animals. They are shot 
at by Slade Sangree and his men, and Bald Eagle is wounded. Jim Lloyd and his companion, 
Walla Walla, who are coming into town on a secret mission, hear the shots, come to the aid of 
Haldain and escort him back to town. At the trading post, which is owned by Haldain, they help 
unload the truck. Jim becomes suspicious when he discovers that the animals weigh considerably 
more than their size would indicate, but it is not until later that he learns the animals are stuffed 
with gold from the deposits on the Indian Reservation. 

Walla Walla falls in love with Haldain’s cook, Rose, and composes innumerable songs in her 
honor. The love scenes between the two add much comedy to the proceedings. 

We next see Steven Cutting, the town banker, and Slade Sangree. Slade reports that he has 
failed to secure any gold from Haldain. Cutting is furious and says that he must have the gold in 
order to straighten his accounts at the bank. He suggests that Slade capture Bald Eagle and 
question him. 

Jim Lloyd discovers that a letter which he has received through the local bank has been 
tampered with. He decides to say nothing for the time being. As he is walking toward the trading 
post, he sees Slade and his men watching Bald Eagle who is about to leave for the Reservation. 
Jim becomes suspicious, calls Walla Walla, who, as usual, is making love to his ‘ Sagebrush Rose,” 
and they follow Slade. 

As Bald Eagle is passing through a rocky gorge, he is stopped and questioned by Slade. Jim 
and Walla Walla leave their horses and creep within hearing distance of the men. Through a slip 
of the tongue, Slade confesses that it was he who had wounded Bald Eagle. Bald Eagle refuses to 
give them any information and they let him go. As Slade is riding away, he sees Jim and Walla 
Walla in the distance. Afraid that Jim has overheard the conversation, he starts in pursuit. Jim 
pulls in behind a large rock, dismounts and lets his horse run on. He pulls his rope across the path 
so that when Slade and his men come by, they are thrown from their horses. A hand-to-hand fight 
follows and Slade is defeated. Jim, however, decides to let the men go so that they will not become 
suspicious of his real purpose in town. 

Later at the trading post, Cutting quarrels with Bald Eagle; Jim hurries to the Indian’s 
assistance and a fight ensues between Cutting and Jim. The two men are evenly matched, but Jim 
finally defeats his opponent. 

We next see Cutting at the bank, opening a letter addressed to Jim. He destroys the letter 
and replaces it with another in which he shows that Jim is attempting to locate and claim the 
mining deposit being worked by Haldain and the Indians on the Indian Reservation. 

He brings the forged letter to Helen. Helen becomes suspicious of Jim and hurries to reach 
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her father, who has started for the mining camp, before Jim and Walla Walla, who are following 
leisurely with supplies. 

At the camp, Slade and his men capture Haldain and Bald Eagle and later, Helen and 
Rose. 

Cutting, who has followed Helen on the pretense of coming to her assistance, is also held. 
Pretending that he does not know Slade, he buys their freedom from him by persuading him to 
accept Helen’s check for twenty thousand dollars. When Slade leaves, Cutting hurries back to 
town to cash the check, after secretly instructing Slade to follow Haldain to the mining diggings. 

When Jim reaches the camp, he finds it deserted. He waits impatiently and finally sets 
out to find the gold deposits. He is just in time to see Slade’s men take over the gold from 
Haldain and his companions and lead them, again prisoners, back to the camp. Jim and Walla 
Walla follow them. Jim goes in the front door of the camp shack. As they cover him with 
their guns, Walla Walla enters through the back and forces Slade’s men to surrender. Helen 
greets Jim accusingly, telling him of the letter which Cutting had shown to her. Jim explains 
that the letter must have been a forgery, that he is Senator Carden’s son and had been sent by 
his father to investigate the gold mine on the Indian Reservation. 

As they are hurrying back to town, Cutting and Slade who are returning to the camp see 
them and start in pursuit, but are captured by Jim and Bald Eagle. Cutting is forced to confess 
his part in the plot to gain possession of the mine. Helen apologizes to Jim for having doubted 
him, and in the final scene we see Jim and Helen walking off together.

Story: 

Red Wolf and his Indian tribe are pursuing a band of white renegades who have run off the red 
men’s cattle. The rustlers make a stand near the cabin of John Jennings, a settler. In the ensuing 
battle the cabin comes under the cross-fire of the opposing forces, and stray bullets kill Jennings and 
his wife. Their baby is unharmed. Just before he expires, Jennings entrusts the care of his infant son 
to Red Wolf, who has always been a friend of the settlers. 

Five years later Red Wolf visits Frank Clark, the Indian Agent in Wolfville and turns over his 
little foster son to the official. His object in so doing is to make certain that Jackie will be with his 
own race and receive a white man’s education. Clark is a widower with a small daughter, and promises 
that Jackie will be raised as one of his own family. Jack grows to manhood and is given a commission 
as Inspector of the Indian Agency. While scouting he surprises three white thieves trying to steal a 
pack mule laden with valuable furs belonging to the Indians. After a hot pursuit, he comes up with the 
gang and captures two of them, but the third man escapes. Jack takes his prisoners to the agency and 
places them in the lockup. They refuse to talk. 

Meanwhile, Al Pierce, the third fugitive and leader of the crooks, rides to Butch Weldon’s Crystal 
Hotel and Store. He catches his boss, Butch, making love to Peggy, queen of the dance hall. Peggy is 
Als girl, but she is also an outrageous flirt, and is leading Butch on. Al tells Butch that Jack has arrested 
two of their comrades. Butch, who is organizer of the gang engaged in fur-thefts, realizes that matters 
are getting serious for them. He decides to get rid of a load of furs across the lake, and phones to his 
man in charge of the cache, telling Al to pick up the furs in the afternoon. But Al is intensely jealous 
regarding Butch’s attentions to his girl, and they get into an angry argument. This results in a hand-to- 
hand fight in which Al is badly worsted. He leaves, after threatening Butch that һе? go to Jack Jennings 
and reveal the gang’s entire operations, unless Bucth keeps clear of Peggy. 

That afternoon Jack is riding the line for inspection when he meets Mary, daughter of John Clark 
and his sweetheart. She is driving en route for Wolfville with a girl friend, to attend the big annual dance. 
Jack promises to be there ајво, аѕ soon as he can get off duty. He rides оп and presently discovers Al 
Pierce, carrying a bundle of furs. Jack halts him, inspects the bundle, finds that the furs are tagged with 
the company’s marks and arrests Al. 

As he is about to handcuff his prisoner, Al makes a desperate break for liberty, and Jack drops his 
gun. Unarmed, he tackles АІ with his fists and a terrific fight follows, but Jack is knocked unconscious 
by a rock thrown by his opponent. While they are struggling, Butch has slyly ridden up and watched 
for the outcome, his gun poised and ready to shoot either man. At the crucial moment he fires, and Al 
falls dead. 

When Jack recovers his senses he finds Al lying dead and one cartridge of his gun empty. He is 
completely bewildered, not knowing just what has happened. He loads the dead body on his saddle and 
rides to Wolfville. The dance is in full swing when the lone rider arrives with his ghastly burden. It is 
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impossible for him to explain just what occurred. He does not know how АІ met his death and is un- 
certain whether he killed him or not, and is too much of a man to lie about the affair. 

At this juncture, Peggy emerges from the Crystal Dance Hall and sees her sweetheart’s lifeless 
body. Temperamental and passionate, she rages at Jack, accusing him of murder, and swears she will 
never rest until she has killed the man who has slain her lover. The circumstantial evidence incriminates 
Jack, and much against his will, old Frank Clark, the Indian Agent, is compelled to imprison him. It 
transpires that Butch and his henchmen are plotting to storm the lockup and lynch the prisoner. To 
prevent this, Clark has Jack escorted to the County Seat by two of his men. 

Peggy learns of this move, and hot for vengeance, hides along the trail, shoots at Jack and misses 
him. Jack’s quick wit comes to his aid. He pretends to be hit, falls from his horse, and rolls over a 
cliff, but saves himself from damage by catching and holding on to a shrub. It is generally supposed 
that Jack is dead, although his body cannot be found, nobody suspecting that he has taken refuge in the 
village of his old friends, the Indians. Safe with the tribe, he confides in Red Wolf, and the wise old 
chief develcps a plan to clear his foster son of the accusation of murder. 

According to this scheme, Jack, in Indian disguise, and pretending to be an enemy of Red Wolf, 
pays a visit to Butch Weldon. He unfolds a proposition for a big fur robbery, and Butch eagerly accepts 
the opportunity. The time and place for the raid are set. Meanwhile Jack, still masquerading as an 
Indian, wins Butch’s confidence to such an extent that the latter admits he killed Al Pierce. Old chief 
Red Wolf, watching the posse about to make a descent on the fur thieves, notes that Peggy is in the 
lead, intent upon shooting the man she believed killed her lover. 

The chief decides to provide her with a target worthy of her skill. He persuades Butch that he is 
helping him to escape, and to this end, cajoles him into changing clothes with Jack. The result is that 
Peggy shoots down Butch, thinking he is Jack Jennings. 

The dying bandit confesses the truth about Pierce’s death. Jack is exonerated and Peggy realizes 
that she has accidentally revenged herself on the right man. 

Jack and his sweetheart, Mary, face a happy future together.
